A large num ber of soldiers have 
been landed from the various steam ­ 
ers arriving 
at M essina and other 
stricken places, and all efforts are be­ 
ing directed tow ard em barking the 
w ounded refugees, who are crowding 
all available places. 
Some of these | 
will be sent us far as Genoa. 
A touching feature of the m aterial 
aid offered by all classes of people in 
Rome is the donation of clothing and 
bedding, whioh the workm en are freely 
giving to collecting students. 
Reports 
from all parts of Italy indicate the 
aame generous spirit.

w eighted down with household goods, 
while still others are accom panied by 
a sheep or a few goats or perhaps a 
faithful dog; but a vast m ajority of 
the survivors have saved nothing. 
All 
their possession are on their backs in 
the shape of tattered clothing, scantily 
covering their nakedness. 
The sur­ 
vivors one and all tell awful tales of 
death and destruction. 
They say that 
there are undoubtedly still living peo­ 
ple trapped in the ruins of the sm aller 
villages th at have not been carefully 
searched, 
that 
others 
are 
straying 
along the beach and that still others 
are high up in the m ountains, w here 
they fled to escape the w aters. 
More than five full days have now 
elapsed since the first shock, and it is 
hard to believe th at there still are liv­ 
ing souls in the w reckage.

Although there were many 
narrow escapes and a dozen women 
fainted and had to be carried out, no 
one was seriously injured and much 
of th e building was saved from de­ 
struction. Every one of the 1,500 seats 
in the theater was occupied. 
The John Sullivan Am usem ent com 
pany was presenting “In the Nick of 
Tim e.” 
Louch 
saw 
sm oke 
issuing 
from the floor of the gallery and sent 
in a still alarm . 
He reached the rear 
of the stage before the audience was 
advised of th e danger and, speaking 
just loud enough for the actors to 
hear, appealed to them to continue the 
act. 
Then he stepped to the front 
and called to the audience to file out 
in order, giving them to understand 
th at the fire was in an adjoining struc 
ture. 
No one tried to crowd until smoke 
began to fill the building. 
Then a 
crush 
began. 
The fire departm ent 
saved scores from jum ping from the 
third-story fire-escapes by getting lad 
ders up. 
In tl;e front seats of the bal­ 
cony w ere many women and children 
and several, overcom e by fright, faint­ 
ed and w ere carried out. 
Of a dozen 
women carried into a nearby drug 
store, all had fainted but one, but they 
w ere soon revived. 
Mrs. W illiam F. 
Schaefer fell In an aisle, overcom e by 
smoke, but she was near the end of 
the line and was not tram pled.

she is suffering from shock, she is ex­ 
pected to recover.

Late “ Sug ar King ” Versatile Business 
Genius—Almo st Owned Hawaii. 
The late Claus 
Spreckeis, 
widely 
known as the “sugar king” of the P a­ 
cific coast, first began business as pro­ 
prietor of a grocery store in Sau F ran­ 
cisco. 
H e prospered and then began 
the erection of a brew ery. 
W hen the 
latter w as on a paying basis he dis­ 
posed of the grocery. 
L ater on he 
turned his attention to sugar and built 
several refineries. 
Satisfied w ith the 
venture, he sold the brew ery. 
For 
m any years sugar grow ing and refin 
ing wore his business, and he am assed 
an im mense fortune. 
He became a 
great pow er in the H aw aiian Islands 
and was wont to say a t times, “Kala- 
kaua is king, but I have run the m a­ 
chine there for ten years.” 
W hen the sugar refinery owned by 
Spreckeis w as m aking him a rich man 
rapidly there w ere three others in San 
Francisco. 
Spreckeis eventually got 
them all, either by purchase or sub­ 
sidies. 
To the ow ners of the largest 
be paid the enorm ous sum of § 500.000. 
they agreeing to quit business for a 
period of five years. 
W hen the con­ 
trac t expired they attem pted to renew 
it. but Claus refused to have anything 
more to do w ith them . 
“We shall re­ 
sume if you do not make another con­ 
tract w ith us," they said. 
“W ery 
well,” 
replied 
Claus, 
“go 
ahead. 
I don’t care vhnt you do.” 
They w ent out to their idle refinery 
and found th at disuse had completely 
ruined it. 
The m achinery w as w orth­ 
less. 
H ow Claus Spreckeis becam e en 
gaged in furnishing gas and electricity 
to the residents of San Francisco and 
the m otive th a t induced him to em ­ 
bark in th a t branch of trade are illus­ 
trative of the man. 
A m oderately large gas and electric 
plant w as located near the home of 
Mr. Spreckeis,, and the smoke from 
the soft coal annoyed m em bers of his 
household. 
The 
m anager and 
Mr. 
Spreckeis, being m em bers of the sam e 
club, frequently met. 
On one occa­ 
sion Mr. Spreckeis rem arked to the 
m anager in his usual good natured 
m anner: 
“I wish you could find a way to pre­ 
vent th at sm oke nuisance at your 
works. 
It would be a favor th a t my 
fam ily would appreciate.” 
“If you w ant to talk to me about 
m atters a t the w orks you will see me 
a t 
my 
office,” 
w as 
the 
m anager’s 
brusque reply. 
“I'll be hanged if I will,” replied Mr. 
Spreckeis, “but I’ll stop the causes for 
com plaint.” 
The very next day Mr. Spreckeis be­ 
gan preparations to engage In the m an­ 
ufacture of gas and electricity on a 
large scale. 
In a very short tim e he 
and others Invested nearly § 10.000,000 
in the venture, and one of the first re­ 
sults afte r the w orks w ere in operation 
w as the closing of the sm aller concern 
and the departure of the m anager who 
had insulted Mr. Spreckeis in quest of 
another situation.

Atlanta, Ga., Jan. 2.—Today was ■ 
Georgia’s 121st birthday, since it was j 
on second day of January 178 8 that i 
her convention ratified the constitu­ 
tion of the United 
States, and 
so 
made a part of the Union what is 
now the largest commonwealth east 
of 
the Mississippi, 
Delaware 
and 
ratified first, then, after much dis­ 
cussion, Pennsylvania and New Je r­ 
sey, while Georgia was fourth among 
the thirteen original States, and, in­ 
cidentally, the first southern one to 
ratify. 
In the minds of the Geor­ 
gians there was no reason why they 
should 
hesitate. 
The 
constitution 
made fair provision 
for the 
slave- 
holding States, this colony of Ogle­ 
thorpe’s was too fa r away from the 
storm center of politics to be influ­ 
enced by any antifederalist senti­ 
ment. and as slaves 
were 
running 
across the borders into Spannish ter­ 
ritory and the Creek Indians har- 
rassed her frontiers, 
she 
felt 
the 
need of such protection as the big 
centralized government would give. 
Since that im portant day Georgia 
has known many troublous but many 


more prosperous times. Georgia was 
the fifth State to secede and join the 
Confederacy. 
During the four years 
of civil war the contributed 120,000 
troops. 20,000 jnore than the voting 
population she had at the outbreak 
of the war. 
She 
possibly 
suffered 
more than 
any 
of 
the 
southern 
States, but out of the ashes that 
marked the wide area over which 
Sherman passed Georgia rose again, 
phoenix-like, to startle the world of 
today with her prosperity.

The Sweetness and Charity o f Eng land's Queen 
Queen A lexandra, whom Dean Stanley term ed “th e angel in th e palace,”’ 
has for over forty years endeared herself to the h earts of the B ritish people 
since 18 63, when a girl of nineteen in her quaint, little, old-fashioned poplin 
frock ar d shawl, she landed at Gravesend as the bride of the Prince of Wales. 
H er early life was passed in extrem e plainness and sim plicity, because 
of the sm allness of the fam ily income. 
W hen she was born, h er father, then! 
Prince C hristian, had no hope of ever being K ing of D enm ark, for his rela­ 
tion to the reigning king was so distant. 
H e had nothing but life m ilitary 
pay and his w ife’s m odest dowry. 
The life in th e ir home, the Yellow Palace 
a t Copenhagen, was pretentious only in name. 
The daughters, A lexandra 
and Dagma, who became E m press of R ussia, wore garm ents of cheap m a­ 
terial cut in the plainest style. 
W hen A lexandra was seventeen, th e P rince of W ales, while speaking* to 
one of his friends, jestingly asked to see the portrait of his sw eetheart. 
In­ 
advertently the wroDg picture was handed to the Prince, and instead of th e 
face of his friend’s fiancée, he saw the likeness of “the m ost beautiful wom an 
in Europe.” The future king of England prom ptly fell in love w ith the por­ 
tra it which led to his m arriage tw o years later. 
The sim plicity of her early years has ever clung to th e Queen; though 
i n the court she has not been of it, and for society she has cared little. 
H er 
hom e circle has been her throne, w here she has reigned w ith sw eetness and 
ove. 
H er kindness, gentleness, tact and generosity have been always at th e 
call of need, and since she w ent to England has been instrum ental in raising 
or causing to be raised over $250,000.000 for charity. 
In one of K ing C hristian’s weekly letters to her, he w rote th a t an elderly 
lady-in-w aiting to the late Queen of D enm ark was dying, and th a t her one 
wish was to speak again to her dear “Princess Alex.” 
At th a t tim e it was 
impossible for A lexandra to leave England, but a long tender m essage of 
love and hope spoken by h er into a phonograph, w as sent by special courier 
to Copenhagen.

Government Plans to Assign to Sev­ 
eral Coal Regions Trained Engineers 
Who Will Be Equipped With Oxygen 
Helmets and Show Picked Men How 
to Use Same. 


Carrying out its efforts to reduce the 
numb er of fatalities in coal mines, the 
United 
States geological 
survey 
is 
ab out to estab lish rescue stations In 
the principal coal fields of the country 
in addition to the experiment station 
already in Pittsb urg. 
The new sta­ 
tions will b e at or near the center of 
the greatest accidents, and it will b e 
the purpose of the experts to teach 
the miners and the mine b osses b ow to 
use the most approved apparatus for 
mine rescue work. 
Government mining engineers thor­ 
oughly trained in the use of rescue ap­ 
paratus will b e assigned to those sta­ 
tions, and they will b e ready at a mo­ 
ment’s notice to go to any place ip 
their respective districts. 
The experts 
will b e equipped with oxygen helmets, 
which will enab le them to enter a mine 
at once, even though it is filled with 
gas or smoke. These stations also will 
b e headquarters of the engineers for 
the study of the waste of coal in min­ 
ing. one of the Important prob lems b e­ 
fore the geological survey. 
It Is the intention to have every sta­ 
tion fitted with an air tight room 
w here gas can b e generated. The coal 
mining companies are to b e invited to 
send picked men to those stations, 
where they will b e trained b y the gov­ 
ernment experts in the use of the oxy­ 
gen helmets. 
It is not the purpose of 
the government to engage in general 
rescue w'ork. b ut rather to demonstrate 
that apparatus until such time as the 
mine owners have thoroughly trained 
rescue crews at their mines. All the 
rescue stations are to b e erected in co­ 
operation with the mine owners and 
state geological surveys. 
One of the rescue stations will b e in 
Urb ana, Hi., in connection with the 
University of Illinois. 
It will take 
care of Illinois, Indiana, Michigan, 
Iowa, uorthern Missouri and western 
Kentucky. 
A second station prob ab ly will b e in 
Raton, N. 11., to cover New Mexico, 
Colorado, Utah, Wyoming and Mon­ 
tana. 
The largest coal output in New 
Mexico and Colorado comes from the 
Trinidad field, which is immediately 
accessib le to Raton. 
A second station 
is suggested for that district, to b e in 
Salt Lake City. 
That station will b e 
central for the several Utah fields and 
w ill b e accessib le to the Moutaua fields 
and also the Washington fields. 
The coal fields of Oklahoma. Arkan­ 
sas and southwestern Missouri will b e 
taken care of b y a station in the neigh­ 
b orhood of South McAlester. Okla. 
Several places are suggested for the 
station to cover Alab ama, Tennessee. 
Virginia, eastern Kentucky, Georgia 
and southern West Virginia. One plan 
is to estab lish a station in Knoxville, 
Tenu.. in connection with the Univer­ 
sity of Tennessee, which is in Knox­ 
ville and has a mining course. 
Bir­ 
mingham, Ala., and Lexington, Ky.. 
also have b een suggested for the sta­ 
tion in that district. 
George 8. Rice, mining engineer, will 
have general charge of all mining in­ 
quiries in the stations, and J. W. Paul, 
former state mine Inspector of West 
Virginia, will have supervisory charge 
of all rescue work. In the stations not 
only will opportunity b e given to the 
miners to b ecome fam iliar with the 
rescue apparatus, b ut safety lamps of 
all designs will b e tested in the pres­ 
ence cf the miners and the mine own­ 
ers.

Mrs. Martin, the proprietor, started to 
carry an open five gallon can of milk 
into the house from the b ack porch a 
fly flew into the milk and almost in­ 
stantly died. 
She immediately noti­ 
fied the police, and detectives ordered 
that a chemical analysis b e made of 
the milk. 
When this was made b y 
City Chemist Miller the poison was 
discovered.
